The announcement ot tho dates ot 


the forth-coming examinations ot can- 
didates for mine foremen's and flre 
bosses' certificates will be a reminder 
that for months past a large number 
ot earnest, energetic and ambitious 
young men, and perhaps some of more 
mature year*, iave be<^n engaged dur- 
Jng their spare hours in preparation 
for these tests. 


Through attendance at night min- 


ing schools, private instruction, cor- 
respondence schools or by sell-prepa- 
ratloa, these men hare been diligently 
seeking to add to their practical 
knowledge of mining toe theoretical 
knowledge necessary to become a cer- 
tificated m'ine official. As in previous 
years it will doubtlasu be found that 
soxno have made greater progress than 
others, that some will dltplay more, 
aptitude than others and that soaao 
hav« more thoroughly assimilated the 
knowledge they have acquired. The 
former may and that their prepara- 
tion has not been sufficient to enable 
them to qualify as candidates. Ac in 
former years they will not be discour- 
aged by failure but they will again 
take up their studies determined to

thorough practical knowledge ot min- 
ing and once they have overcome the 
handicap of insufficient education they 
become very proficient in the theory 
of raining and consequently very cap- 
able mine officials.

«nd questions are designed to test 
ILt applicants' knowledge and ability 
to make practical application ol cer- 
tain well established rules in mining. 
Th« larger purposes to be served by 
these rulosare to promote safety among 
mine workers and affect as large a re- 
covery of coal as is consistent with 
the best practices In mining. To ac- 
complish these purposes mine officials 
muat have a broader knowledge Ifaaa 
merely knowing how to mine and load 
coal. They learn this In their dally 
work in the mines and in following 
the' instructions ot the mine officials. 


But mine workers wio aspCru to po- 


sitions of greater responsibility than 
mining ami loading coa! must know 
not only bow to apply the rules, but 
why they have been formulated. This 
knowledge comes tiy tho special gtndy 
in which the candidates have been in- 
dustriously engaged. 


That there is always a large num- 


ber of candidates taking the examrna- 
tlons shows that the mine workers of 
th"> Conncllsvllle region have the very 
worthy desfrc to be advanced to posi- 
tions of greater responsibility and op- 
portunity. They know that the exam- 
inations to which they must submit, 
in order to procure certificates, are 
Intended a.s a true measure of their 
knowledge and capabilities, fairly and 
honestly applied, and that if they do 
Bot make the required grades taej 
hare act yet advanced !n their prepa- 
ration as tar as It is necessary to go. 


For these reasons tbo examinations 


will be entered upon by the candidates 
with every confidence that they, will 
ail stand upon an fiua! footing so far 
as the tests are concerned, th«t they 
will be given a fair chance by the ex- 
amining boards and be graded striqtly 
in accordance with the degree of oc- 
c Tacy and completeness with "which 
they answer tbe ctxrestlons.
